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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's after Final Amendment filed on 8/26/2005 has been entered with 
amended claims 6 and 22 and cancelled claims 1-5, 15-21 and 31-32. In this Office 
Action, Claims 6-14 and 22-30 are allowed and renumbered in sequence 1-18. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Objected dependent claims incorporated into independent claims and 

rejected claims were cancelled and the details are provided by the Applicant 
in the Remarks section of the After Final Amendment filed on 8/26/2005. 



• Prior art of related fails to teach each of the file system cells has a respective 
processors that is assigned exclusively management of metadata of each file 
system cells and the network file server responds to the file access request 
by accessing a routing table with extracted identifier of the file system in order 
to obtain a pointer to the respective one of the processors. This claimed 
element is in claims 6 and 22. 

• Fry, Jr. (US Patent 6,714,949) teaches a first file system configuration may be 
dynamically migrated (morphed) into a second file system configuration on an 
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object-by-object basis. During the migration operation, objects (directories 
and files, data and metadata) may be accessed by client applications through, 
either the first or second file system configurations. Whereas Patel et al. (US 
' Patent 6,643,654) teaches a technique provides on-disk representations of 
multiple named data streams for a file system of a network storage appliance. 
The network storage appliance or filer includes a file system that implements 
a Write Anywhere File Layout (WAFL) disk format, wherein files are described 
by inodes of which there may be various types, including directory and regular 
inodes.
